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Opposition party abstains 

Egypt removes boycott of Israel 


CAIRO, Feb. 6 (R) — Egypifs People's 
Assembly (parliament) has passed a bill end- 
ing the economic boycott of Israel, die o£6dal 
Middle East News Agen^ reported. 

The agency said d>e bin was approved 
Tuesday ni^t following the nor malis ation of 
Egyptiao-lsraeli relations which began on 
Jan. 26. 

two coLuioies, under their peace treaty 
signed in Washington in Mardi last year, are 
due^o exdiange ambassadors on Feb. 26. 

Lifting the boycott, which Egypt and all 
Arab countries had imposed since the crea- 
uon of the Zionist state in 1948, paves the 
way for normal trade and economic relations 
between Egypt and Israel. 

The ^ency said all 30 members of the 
opposition Socialist Labor Party (SLP) abs- 
tained from voting on the draft bill. 

The SLP leader Ibrahim Shukri said they 
abstained because they felt Israel was not 
serious about granting autonomy to 1.5 mil- 
lion Palestinians of the West Bank and Gaza 
Strip, the agency reported. 

T^e boycott was established 30 years ago 
against Israel and Western countries 
with it on ground such dealings contributed to 
the enemy's economy and thus enhancing its 
war efforts against the Arabs. 

Egv-pt has already lifted the boycott on 
some big L7.S. firms ahead of sdiedule such as 
Motorola, Coca Cola, Xerox, Ford and 
Hertz, 


The move was intended to demonstrate 
E^^f s desire in establishing peace and sta-' 
bSi^ in the Middle East. 

Meanwhile Egypt has accused Arab coun- 
tries of breaJdng an agreement and seeking to 
withdraw theii funds to shake in 

the E^ptian economy. 

Minister ctf State for Economic Coopera- 
tion Gamal Nazer Thesday s a i d Egypt had 
restricted withdrawal ctf the deposits, totaling 
about $ two bUlion, until nttotiations are 
. held. 

Nazer also said in an interview with die 
official Afiddle East News Agency that Egypt 
wanted to protect its tights in Arab funds and 
firms where its meml^rship was suspended 
after the peace agreement with Israel. 

President Anwar Sadat told parliament last 
week that depositors had complained to the 
International Monetary Fund (IMF) tiiat 
Egypt had frozen the funds. 

He said ^ypt had merely stopped paying 
interest pending a re-evaluation of Egypf s 
economic tituation. 

Egypt had asked the IMF to settle the dis- 
pute and had accepted its arbitration, Nazer 
said. 

The funds, held in the Central Aanir of 
Egrpt, were dq>osited Saudi Arabia, 
Kuwait, fhe Libyan Jamahmyah and Iraq. 

Repayment was originally to bave'staited 
last year and continue until 1983.

Women bankers coming

JEDDAH. Feb. 6 — With A1 Rajhi taking 
the first step in establishing an all-women 
banking branch in Riyadh ten days ^o, the 
race is now on for other commercial banks to 
follow suit. It seems to herald an exciting and 
challenging era for women bankers and the 
ordinary Saudi housewifeor businesswoman. 

The increasning sophistication of the Saudi 
economy as well as the emphasis on women’s 
higher education has opened up the prospect 
of vvomea involvement in all spheres of Saudi 
life, raking into consideration tho^fslamic ^ 
character of the Kingdom witho'ut cbm- ' 
promising women's modesty. 

A small well-trained pool of women bank- 
ers in the Kingdom usually accompanies their 
husbands on contract tours in the Kingdom. 
However, the ambitious plans envisaged 
require more than a few expatriate lady b^ 
kers. Various bankers agree that while the 
initial emphasis is going to be on account 
opening and encouraging women to manage 
their daily cash requirements, .long-term 
plans see the women's branches as evolving 
into fully serviced mini-branches of the par- 
ent bank. 

This would require a greater women labor 
force and demand for the few available lady 
bankers would become fierce. One adven- 
turous bank in Jeddah is thinking of canvas- 
sing future lady managers by recruiting 
directly from women's colleges and offeriu 
iraining_ scholarships at suitable women’s 
banking institutions in the United States. 
There would be great competition for diese 
women. 

The impact on the Saudi economy could be 
profound. Women would leant to manage 
their c ash affairs, w’ould undertake more bus- . 
iness in their own name (as they are already 
allowed to under Saudi law), and would 
engage in international commerce and trans- 
actions. Wltile this might seem to be an overly 
opiimtsiie vision of the future, the Kingdom s 
economy growth in the past few years shows 
the above goals arc attainable.

Baz denounces 
bank bond’s ad

JEDDAH, Feb. 6 — A Saudi Arabian offi- 
cial Wednesday denounced a bank adver- 
tisement of^'ng interest on bank bomb as 
usury and pointed to God's promise of severe 
punbhment to those nsing the service. 

Sheikh Abdul Aziz ibn Baz, director gen- 
eral of the Departments of Scholarly 
Research, Fatwa, Pre^gation and Religioos 
Guidance- made the statement in AI Jadtok 
Wednesday. 

He said the bank service is an c^jen 
interest-oriented transaction falling in the 
range of usury, whidi is forbidden by Cod. 
The sheikh was surprised to learn of the Cairo 
Bank advertisement appearing mAl JadrtA 
on Jan. 20. The ad invited the public to Iwy 
deposit certificates from Cairo bank against a 
half-yearly interest. 

’*The very fact depositors take an amount 
over and above his capital, as a result of a 
time £a^r involved, puts the amount in the 
category of usury," be said. Religious scho- 
lars (ulema)' have unanimously described this 
as a kind ^ usury from the pagan age, he 
added. 

Baz said that masking th> whole transac- 
tions as a deposit doesn't diange its charac- 
ter. 

He said it is not permissible for a believer in 
God and the hereafter to get involved in a 
divinely forbid^ transaction resulting in 
earning only the wrath of God. 

Sheikh Abdul Aziz qnoted relevant verses 
from die Holy Koran and the traditions of the 
Prophet Muhammad. He said usury was cme 
of die biggest sins t^inst God. 

Anyone indulging in usury dq>rives him- 
seff or herself of Goefs mer^ and b an 
infidel, he said. 

Sheikh Abdul Aziz in^lored Cod to 
enable Muslims to pursue the righteous path 
and hoped officials will dballow publication 
of such materiab that contravene divine 
kijunciions.

He said Egypt had managed through oAer 
countries and internationai institutions to 
finance Ae projects; 

Nazer said Aere has been increasing confi- 
dence in Ae Egyptian economy especially 
after Ae oondusion of Ae peace treaty wiA 
Israel last month. 

Foreign economic assistance totaled $ two 
billion in 1979 and is e:q>ected to reach $ 2.5 
billion in 1980, he said. 


U.S.arms aid

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6 — The Caner 
Administration has decided to offer military 
aid to Somalia in exchange for use of Somali 
air bases and port families, • American 
sources said here. 

The military assistance is expected to faigg 
Ae form of “non-leAal" equipment sudi as 
trucks, radar and tran^>ort aircraft, Ae 
sources said Tuesday. 

A U.S. mission left for Somalia late last 
week to discuss Ae proposal wiA officials in 
Mogadishu. The mission, headed by Ae State 
Departments director of politico- military 
affairs, Reginald BarAolomew, was also to 
visit oAer Indian Ocean states where Ae 
U.S. is seeking similar military access 
arrangements. 

The proposed military aid to Somalia 
would be balanced by similar assistance to 
Kenya, sources said. 

The Carter administration has frequently 
shifted its poation on aid to Somalia over Ae 
past few years. While Ae president dedded in 
principle in' 1 977 to sell military hardware to 
Ae Mogadishu government, Somalia's sup- 
port for rebels, in Ae Ogaden region of 
Ethiopia caused Ae administration to back 
off its commitment.

Despite Afghan differences 

India, Pakistan pledge friendship 


ISLAMABAD, Feb. 6 (R) — India and 
Pakistan have asured each oAer of Aeir 
peaceful mtentions despite differences over 
Ae Soviet Union’s military intervention in 
A^ghanistai^Tepresentatives of boA govern- 
ments said Wednesday. 

The statement was made after two days oi 
talks between Indian Foreign Secretary D. 
SaAe and Pakistan’s Foreign Mmistry chief, 
Shah Nawaz. 

The discussions wfaidi were part of routine 
consultations between Ae two governments 
had taken on a new significance following the 
Soviet move. 

SaAe said at a press conference that Aere 
was certain difference of opinion but he 
hoped Aat Ae Soviet intervention would not 
cause a strain m Indo-Pakistan relations. 

He said, “The result of our talks is Aat 
boA countries wish to be friendly wiA each 
oAer. This is an important understanding. 

“ We are aware of Pakistaa's feeling and we 
have taken note of it.'’ 

Meanwhile, Brzezinski said he believed 
President Cartin'’ s warnings to Ae Soviets 
about meddling in Ae Mldeast gave “adA- 
tional confidence” to pro- Western regimes in 
Ae region. 

Brzezinski, in an interview wiA NBC tele- 
vision during a stopover at Cairo airport, 
made his comments after wrapping up high- 
level talks m Saudi Arabia and Pakistan.

Withdrawing troops to be replaced 


BEIRUT, Feb. 6 ( AP) — The government 
vowed Wednesday to replace wiAdrawing 
Syrian peacekeeping troops at key pemits in 
and around Beirut, risking clashes wiA gun- 
men in Ae same areas. 

The roughly 5,000 ;Syiian troops in the capi- 
tal, pan of a 22,000-man force that 
smoAered Ae 1975-76 dvil war, remained 
<at Aeir position. Syrian President Hafez 
Assad said Monday the wiAdrawal would be 
delayed for a few days to give Ae Lebanese 
time to take over. 

The dty was quiet except for sniper 
exAanges m Ae area whidi straddles 
Ae heavily^for^ed “green-line'’ Aat s^a- 
rates oipstiy- Christian east Beirut from 
mostly^Musum western pans of Ae cjty. 

The Syrian troops have no positions in Ae 
ChYMtian sector, except in fringe areas near 
Ae Beirut-Da masons road. 

President Elias Sarkis and Premier Salim 
El Hoss diaired Ae cabinet meeting Aat 


dedded “to ask Ae Lebanese army command 
to make all necessaiy preparations at once for 
filling any security vacuum along Ae green- 
line and around Ae vital public utilities and 
oAer establishments and a dminis trations of 
sAte." 

Th e Syrians police a dvil war armistice Aat 
effectively separates Ae rightist Christians 
from Ae leftist Muslims and Palestinian guer- 
rillas Aey fought four years ago.

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Accident rate cut 

Stern traffic rules vital,

JEDDAH. Feb. 6 — Firm measures by the 
traffic department are necessary to ensure 
peoples' safety, the director general of the 
traffic department here said. 

Lt. Col. Assad Abdul Karim told A/ab 
Nerfs that ''in order to reduce accidents our 
actions must be firm with violators, and by 
being firm we will reduce accidents." 

As a result, he said, there are only eight or 
1 2 accidents a day. 

Three years ago 5,000 cars a year were 
entering the Kingdom, but suddenly Saudi 
Arabia found iiseU inundated with naore thau 
300,000 every year. There are now 300,000 
vehicles in Jeddah, and 13 million in the 
whole country. 

"This fantastic growth is accompanied by 
the same amount of problems. Our aim is to 
reduce aeddents and save lives, and as a 
result of our policies, we found the number of 
accidents and accident<related deaths 
decreased last year, in proportion to the 
number ofvehicles in Jeddah." Abdul Karim 
said. 

Abdul Karim said a special unit has been 
formed of traffic officers, whose duty is to 
urrest violators and jail or fine them. The 
patrolmen work in the streets and delegate 
paperwork to a clerical staff. 

Some offenses carry mandatory fine and 
imprisonment. These are; running red lights, 
entering a no-entry street, speeding and 
illegal passing. Offenders used to be sent to 
the main prison, but now are sent to a special 
apartment block where they “don't feel they 
are in a total prison." 

The prison will soon have tape recordings. 


pamphlets and posters to remind inmates of 
the law. For minor offenses, the arresting 
officer has die option of giving the violator 
either a fine or imprisonment. Guides for 
handing out citations are determined by 
department policy, which b r^arded as 
“firm.” 

In an accident involving injury or death 
and compensation is an issue, the matter is 
referred for le^ consultation. 

According to Abdul Karim, the number of 
patrol cars in Jeddah has increased from 1 S to 
52. that of police motorcycles from five to 30. 
The income from fines and other revenues 
has risen from SR6 million to $R40 raillion. 
In addition, the department is continuing to 
add street tigns and lights for traffic control. 

The department has also turned its atteo- 
lion inward .to tighten up on the service, it pro- 
vides for die public.Abdul Karim said 
administration has been divided into depart- 
ments to take care of Licensing, arrests, fines 
and traffic police. In addition the agency has 
been extended to indude an office in north 
and south Jeddah. 

One improvement has been to open up a 
department in the driving school so people 
can save time by applying for licenses. “This 
is to provide a faster service so no one will 
have 'an excuse for driving without a license," 
Abdul Karim said. Licenses now can be 
obtained “while you wait." The adoiiaisua- 
tion has increased its total number of offices 
from one to eight. 

As part of its plan to reduce aeddents, the 
department conducts seminars and symposia 
on traffic safety to educate the public. Abdul 
Karim feels that “both public education as 
well as the continuing a^halting of roads in 
Jeddah will contribute to help reduce acd- 
dents."

He added that cab licenses are now only 
issued to people who meet the new require- 
ments.

He went on to say that forms applying for 
cab licenses include questions on the driver 
himself and the type of vehide he intends to 
drive.

Developed by'the Schott Gruppe.^^ize,the 
glass is covered with a metallic oxide coating 
approximately V'lUOO mm thick. The coating 
is applied to ^th sides of the glass by a spe- 
cial process and then baked. The baking pro- 
cess helps the glass retain its “homogeneous 
image and physical effidency after years of 
use." the company claims. 


Th^ glass, called “Irox" is used as a frontal 
cladding, much like an apron, for buildings. 

The glazing can be adjusted to air- 
conditioning, lighting requirements and 
arcbiiBctural concepts of any building, the 
company daims.

Asked about students staying abroad 
longer than the period of study, he said that 
most students return home after five years, 
the normal period for university study. But 
there are exceptional cases in wUch students 
do not complete their study. 


Each case is examined and if the reason is 
found to be the student's negligence, the 
minister of Itigber education issues instruc- 
tions to him to end his study and come back 
home. If the delay is caused by some hard- 
ship, the student is usually given an extenuon 
of six nsooths. That period may be extended 
to one year, if the minister finds that he has 
good reasons. 

A survey made recently put the number of 
Saudi Arabian students abroad at 13,000, 
inducting those in Arab states. 

Nassif of King Abdul Aziz University 
meanwhile said many students are weak in 
the English language because they are insuf- 
ficiently prepare in secondary schools. 

The university uses Arabic for specializa- 
tion, and some basic English. Only the facul- 
ties of mectidne and engineering are 
exduded.

U.S. black group to meet Arafat in Beirut

HOUSTON, Feb. 6 —A group of 15 
black Americans will leave the U.S. Sun- 
day Feb. 10 to meet with PLO Chairman 
Vasser Arafat in Beirut. 

The private group will be directed by 
chairman of Conference on Black Christ- 
ian Qer^' Rev. Jones of New York and 
Dr. Khalid Abdullah Tariq Al Mansour of 
Sun Fr:u(cis «!0 Calilorniu. .Al Munsour is 
chairman of converned black Americans 
in suppon of Africa and ^Uddle East 
formed in 1962. 

Unlike previous black Americans who 
visited the Middle East after the Andrew 
Young affair, this delegation has the 
authority to clarify future relations bet- 
ween black Americans, Africa and the 
Palestinians. The topics to be discussed 
will include. 

1. The role of Israel in suppressing the 
legitimate rights of the Palestinian people 
for a free and sovereign state, and the 
government of South Africa. 

2. How 30 million black Americans 
cun bu engaged to thwart the goals of 
Israel outlined above. 

y. The role of Western and other 
imperialistic powers who have aided 
Israel's capaosionist designs against Arab 


lands in violation of international law. 

4. The concerted efforts of Zionist 
forces to permanently separate the natural 
and bro^eriy relations between Arabs, 
Africans and of African descent, including 
black Americans. 

5. The need for world economic 
boycotts against Israel and South Africa. 
Especially, a strategy will be exposed to 
have 30 million black Americans who 
spend over $80 billion per year adopt the 
Arab boycott against Israel as well as a 
boycott of companies doing business with 
South Africa. The Arab boycott list 
against Israel will be secured and studied 
during the trip. 

In a nation^ meeting in Detroit held in 
1979. the Conference of black Qe^ 
unanimously adopted resolutions calling 
for the U.S. to sever all ties with Soudb 
Africa and for Israel to refrain from violat- 
ing the territorial integrity of Lebanon and 
for Israel to unconditionally return ail 
Arab land occupied in 1967.

In 1972 a joint communique was issued 
pledging efforts towards peaceful reumfica- 
tion, but tension continued and North Korea 
eventually postpones meetings indefinitely.

From Jan. 25 to 29, Thai mfiitary sources 
say, the Vietnamese attacked the mountain- 
ous Phnom Malai camp just aot>ss the border 
from the Thai village of Thap Prik — the 
scene of the first huge influx of starviQg 
refugees last October. 

The Viemamese then withdrew from 
Phnom Malai after driving out die Pol Pot 
troops, the sources said, but guerrilla fighting 
continues in the area. 

Since Jan. 30 about one regimeat of Viet- 
namese troops has been engaged with guerril- 
las at the mountain ramp of Phnom Chat, 
north of Phnom Malai. the sources said. 

Both of the camps are within a few 
kilometers of the Thai border town of 
Aranyaprathet, wfaidi is 22S kilometers east 
of Bangkok. 

In tile first two days of fighting, the Hanoi 
troops captured part of Ph^m Qiat, and on 
Monday they drove some 7,500 refugees into 
Thailand, the sources said 

They are reported to have withdrawn most 
of tiieir troops from Phnom Obat on Tuesday, 
but guerrilla fighting continue here as well. 

Thai sources also said the \fietnamese were 
ccHiscxained in their maneuvering at Phuom 
Chao, a 171-meter mountain right on the 
Thai border, because they took care not to 
violate Thai territory. v't 

Thailand has worried that itstioc^s will be 
drawn into tile fi ghting dashes witii Vitr 
namese soldiers who could invade its territ- 
oryin“botpursuir of Cambodian guerrUlas. 

“The fact t^t they stayed out of Hiailand 
at Phnom Qiat may show that the Vietnam- 
ese are going to be careful about the border," 
a Western ^lomat said. 

After tile fi ghting at the two moun tain 
strongholds, the Vietnamese are now in a 
strong potition along tiie border, with several 
thousand front-line troops on all sides of the 
two huge refugee settlements of Nong Mark 
Moon and Nong Samet.

An anonymous woman telephone caller to 
an Italian News Agenqr later said the 
“Front-Line" far-left urban guerrilla group, 
was reqionsible. 

Paoletti was one of several pec^le chained 
with culpability for an explorion at the plant 
just outside the nortiiem town of Seveso in 
July 1976. About two Idlograms of hi^y- 
toxic poUuted a vast area. Hunderds of 

famflies were evacuated and more than 600 
duldreu developed skin dueases. The area 
around the plant is still dosed to the public.

Botham, aided by stout defense from 
Lever, and wicketkeeper Bob Taylor, defied 
Australian attack for 225 minutes for his 
unbeaten 119. 

Botham, in his 24th Test, had come to the 
crease with England reeling at five for 88 and 
in danger of losing by an innings. 

He played by far his most responsible Test 
innings and curbed his natural tendenigr to 
bell every’ delive^ on a pitch whidi was not 
conducive to rapid stroke-making. 

He was associated in two lower-order 
partnerships, 86 in 91 minutes with Taylor 
and 89 in 106 minutes with Lever, as Eng- 
land's last four batsmen put on 1$1. 

It was his fifth Test century and the only 
one made by an England batsmen in this 
series.

LAKE PLACID, New York, Feb. 6 { R) — 
The Olympic Village at Lake Placid took on 
an air of business Wednesday, one week 
before the start of major competitions, as 
sportsmen and officials frara around the 
worid gathered for the Winter Games. 

Lord Killanin, president of the Interna- 
tional Olympic Committee (TOQ, was due 
here Wednesday afternoon approximately 
500 competitors who have arrived in the 
northern New York state mountain resort. 

He is among the first of the IOC members 
who face crucial meetings at the weekend 
with the fate of future Games hanging in the 
balance in view of the threatened boycott of 
the summer Games in Moscow. 

Normally, the IOC session preceding the 
Vifinter Games draws little more than a 
quorum of the 89 independently-elected 
members. 

Sudi sessions usually deal with compara- 
tively routine business, but the political storm 
whi(± arose after the Soviet Union's inter- 
vention in Afghanistan in December has 
raised the meeting to crisis level. 

A Soviet contingent of 48 was among 
nearly 200 due in the starkly funcrionul 
Games Village Tuesday night, joining more 
than 200 already there. 

The Russians face the certainty of hostile 
demonstrations from Americans who accept 
the view of President Outer that u boycott of 
the Moscow Games is one of the most effec- 
tive forms of protest against the Soviet action.

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IMPACT OF SYRIA’S MOVES 

Lebanese Prime Minister Salim Hoss returned from Damascus to 
confirm that Syria intends withdrawing its peace-keeping forces from 
Beirut. All that he could obtain was a promise of a few days' delay, so 
that the Lebanese government can complete its arrangements to 
police the vacated areas. 

There is no doubt that the Syrian dedsion exposed the dilatoriness 
of the Lebanese authorities in making their own security arrange- 
ments. The Syrians, after alt, have been keeping the peace, or at least 
trying to do so, for years now, in the hope that the Lebanese gain time 
thereby to set their house in order. It is nothing (ess than shocking 
that this has not yet happened; that a “few more days'* are still 
needed. 

The pressing issue at the moment, however, and this is something 
that could change overnight, is not the unresolved Lebanese crisis, 
but Che larger one involving Syria and Israel. Here Syria's refusal to 
provide adequate explanations has fed speculation on its intention to 
strike at the Israelis. The source of this is mainly those observers in 
the West, as well as in Lebanon and Syria itself, who are inimical to 
the regime. 

But whaceverone might think of the case they make — briefly, chat 
the regime' s internal dif ficul ties can be resolved by an external attack 
— there is another side to this same coin. This is Syria's fear of an 
i mminent Israeli attack; and it is this rather than the internal difficul- 
ties which caused the moves. 

The signs which support such a reading are. firstly, that the direc- 
tion of the Syrian withdrawal is toward the Bckaa valley, a move 
understandable as a preemptive blocking for an expected Israeli 
attack seeking to outflank the Syrian positions in Syria itself. Sec- 
ondly, and with ail its hedging on the causes of the move, Tishrin, the 
semi-ofndal paper of the regime has declared that “Syria will not 
step into the trap being set for it in Lebanon.” 

As to Lebanon itself, with all the time that has been wasted without 
a comprehensive political settlement, the Syrians' departure cannot 
but threaten to return that unhappy country right back to square one. 
Already, the various armed factions arc mobilizing in preparation for 
n show'down. .As if the long, bitter months of civil war was not lesson 
enough that a solution for Lebanon can only be political. As if the 
years of terror anchtlevastation W'ere all in vain. 

AL KHALIL UNDER SIEGE 

The Arab world and the international community ought to watch 
events on the Wc&i Bank curefully. Israef s attempt to bend the will of 
its inhabitants has reached a new- dimension in brutality and arrog- 
ance. The heroic cow'n of AJ Khalil, now suffering the brunt of Israef s 
anger at its failure to find Palestinian stooges to take part in the 
''autoaoniy'* charade played with Egypt, is only the first in this round 
of Israeli aggression. :Vlany other towns and villages will soon have 
their turn. Will the Arabs and the rest of the w^trld simply look on ? 

Israel’s attempt to find Palestinians amenable to its designs passed 
through many phases and took many forms. Tliere was first the soft 
approach lo the leaderships of the West Bank and the Gaza Scrip to 
entice them to join the Camp David side.When this failed dismally, 
there were the laughable attempts to “create an alternative leader- 
ship"; which soon were abandoned. 

When the Israelis saw how united the Palestinians were in rejecting 
the sham autonomy offered them by the Camp David agreements, 
they turned to outright repression. The mayors of the Arab towns 
and villages were the first target; then lands were forcibly seized, and 
national concerns such as the Jerusalem Etectridty Company 
appropriated. Hundreds of young Arabs, the majority of them the 
wage earners for their families, were detained without trial, in an 
attempt to starve out the Arab areas economically. 

All this the Palestinians took stoically. Not a single voice was to be 
found to give comfort to conspirators of Camp David. And that is 
why a new, even more brutal phase is now beginning, of which the 
collective punishment against Al Khalil is a first example. Tlie aim 
now is nothing less than to stamp nut the Palestinian resistance to the 
attempted liquidation of ibeir case by the Camp David side. 

Fora whole week now Al Khalil has been under siege. Hundreds of 
the town's young men have been arrested: the town is constantly 
terrorized; foodsiocks, electricity and water supplies are running ouL 
.Al Khalil, as everyone knows, will stand fast. It has been in the 
forefront of the Palestinian struggles for their rights, despite all the 
previous attempt to break its will.

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Russians dig in for a long stay in Afghanistan

KABUL — 

The Afghan press is fond of reminding its readers 
that in three wars the Afghans gave the British “a 
bloody nose". But in the five weeks since Soviet 
troops poured into the country, the fourth Afgl^ 
war has consisted of little more than a few pin- 
pricks. 

Tt now seems dear that, far from killing 
thousands of Russians, the Afghan rebels have been 
liouted to occasional sniping at Soviet supply coL 
umns. and chat the Soviet army has the country 
firmly in its grip. 

The past five weeks have been dharacterized by 
uamiibs. The Soviet position that their troops were 
invited by the majority of the Revolutionary Coun- 
cil, who outvoted HafizuUah Amin, cannot be 
reoondled with the latest daim being made here 
that the Rusdans intervened because they wind 
of a plot by Amin to expel all Soviet advisers and 
make a deal with the Islamic rebels. 

The Soviet claim that their presence here consists 
of a “limited military contingenf ' is belied by the 
visible presence of an entire Soviet army equipped 
to fight a full-scale land and air war. 

The American State Department and the U.S. 
embassy in Kabul have added to the confusion by 
issuing disingenuous information about the num- 
bers of Russians killed and the effectiveness of the 
rebels. Nor has anyone been able to find most of the 
400,000 refugees supposed to have fled to Pakistan. 

It seems to me that the crudal question is the 
ability of the Afghan army to operate effectively. If 
it cannot do so, the Russians will inevitably be 
brought directly into the fighting, with the possibil- 
ity of a Soviet Vietnam as Moscow pours io more 
and more troops. 

Two inddents within two hours of each otiier 
illustrate the contrast between the Afghan and the 
Russian armies. At the bead of the Logar valley, 
southwest of Kabul. 1 and a group of correspon- 
dents came across some Afghan troops in a Russian 
T-55 tank. They were guarding a predpitous pass 
dirougfa the mountains. 

Two French photographers easily persuaded the 
soldiers to pose standing on their tank, holding an 
Intercontinental Hotel cardboard lunch box con- 
taining a few dieese sandwidies whidi they had 
presented to them. 

A short distance away, down a snow-covered 
three other Afghan soldiers who were cutting 
wood indicated that they too wanted to be photo- 
graphed. One shouted and pointed to himself. A 
second stood in mock salute. Thethird stood on his 


head in the snow. 

Later we came across some Russian tanks dug in 
by the side of the road on die ^e of KabuL The 
photographers began taking pictures through the 
bus window as we passed. 

' Suddenly a Russian tank commander dressed in 
black shouted and waved at two Russian soldiers 
standing by the road. They immediately stopped the 
bus. With unsmiling but correct efficiency, the Rus- 
sian soldiers dien searched the bus, took the fUms 
from the cameras and telephoned Aeir headquar- 
ters for further iostruCtions before brusquely order- 
ing us on our way. 

While the bus was being searched, a Soviet sol- 
dier vrith a Kalashnikov rifle barred the road ahead, 
and a madbine-gunner in a swivel seat on the near- 
est tank kept us firmly in his sights. 

There are other points of contrast. The RussJans 
have modern T-62 amphibious tanks which are 
deeply dug in and camoUfl^ed with saddng. The 
A^ans have old tanks wbi^ they tite in exposed 
positions. One Afghan armored personnel carrier 1 
saw guarding a pass had flat tires. 

In their ill-fitting uniforms, the slouching 
Afghans app^r uninterested in ^e war. 

With a group of other correspondents 1 drove 
uncahllenged right into a major Afghan militaiy 
base at Gardez in PaJetia province, near the Pakis- 
tan border, without realizing where I was. Suddenly 
we found ourselves driving between two rows of 
artillery, each gun decorated with a red Afghan fla^. 
We waved to the soldiers, who waved back, drove 
up to where five Russian helicopter gunships w’ere 
parked, reversed in (he deep snow wiS assbtance of 
an Afghan sentry, and departed. 

The Russians would never have allowed so basic 
a breach of security. In contrast there is an unnerv- 
ing quality about the Russian soldiers as they stay 
there in the snow nigh t after night like faithful dogs, 
their alertness apparently undulled by boredom. 

The impression gained of the Afghan army from 
traveling through Afghanistan by road is not one of 
complete disintegration, as has been reported. The 
Afghans -appear capable of manning roadblocks 
and of patrolling the roads. 

But there must be a serious question mark over 
their ability to fight an effective war in the moun- 
tains without Russian advice and assistance if the 
rebels were ever to unite and if they were to receive 
modem weapons from the United States and China. 

The Russians appear to have no option otiier 
than to stay put. guarding their main supply route 
over the Salang Pass from the Soviet border, and 
digging in around towns, airports and important 
militaiy and air bases. 


The comparison is - not with the American 
involvemeut in Vietnam but with the Russian occu- 
pation of Czedio^ovakia in 1968. In Czechos- 
lovakia, as in Afghanistan, the Russians moved in 
great streng^ to establish total military control. 
Then, having installed a new govemmeut to their 
liking, they withdrew to the forests and mountains, 
where they could retain control without being too 
conspicuous. 

Russian troops know they are unpopular with the 
A^ans but, unlike the Aanericans in Vietnam, 
they do not care.^elr Attitude toward the Afghans 
range from ind^erenee to contempt. There is no 
Soviet equivalent of the “hearts and minds” prog- 
ram of good works and indoctrination. 

' When the Russians are sniped at, they fire back 
ruthlessly and incUscriminately. There will be no 
Russian equivalent of My L^, when American 
troops were found guUi^ of massacring villagers, 
because nobody here will know what the Russians 
are doing in inaccessible mountain villages. 

Unlike the Americans in Vietnam, the Rusrian 
army is opeiacuig in a neighboring country. Supply 
lines are short. The road route to the Soviet border 
is being kept open, even in snowstorms. In addition 
the big blue and white Antonov military transports, 
which take off and land in a continuous procession 
during good weather, are less ^an two hours' flying 
time from Tashkent 

Unlike die Americans in Vietnam, the Russian 
troops here have not surrounded themselves with 
creature comforts. Tlie Americans went on patrols 
with Coke, choral'*-:* ice-cream and transistor 
radios. They were allowed to inake telephone calls 
to girl-friends in the United States direct from bat- 
tlefields. 

The Russians live io the snow, cook and eat in the 
snow, and sleep in the snow. Their food consists of 
hard biscuit cans of fish oil and raw fat They 
receive no pay with whidi to buy extras, yet they 
appear lean, fit and glowing with health. 

They inspire a certain trepidation even in the 
most experienced of war correspondents. As one 
veteran Frendi television cameraman said when 
deserfliing how to tell the difference between 
Afghan and Russian soldiers: “When my film is 
shaky, that's the Russians.'* 

It may be that the weather is preventing the con- 
testants from launching any major campaigns and 
tiiat fighting may flare up in the spring. At the . 
moment the preoccupation of soldiers is to avoid 
freeziqg to death, for this is a counby where most of 
the population spends nine months preparing to 
survive the winter.

Turkey pushes application for EEC 


BRUSSELS, Feb. 6 (Agencies) — Turkey 
expects to apply for membership in the Euro> 
pean Economic Community (EEC) before 
the end of the year, Tuikiidi Fordgn hamster 
Hayrettin &kmeQ said here Wednesday. 

“ We' re rather quickly moving cowards die 
goal (of EEC membei^^).'' Erkmen told 
repoitecs. 

Erkmen said Turkey has no precise date in 
mind for complete entry into the Common 
Market, but he envisaged a “transitional 
period of at least three or four years." 

His statement was a sunrise since he was 
not quite as blunt Tuesday when he met here 
with EEC foreign ministers, but Erlcmensaid 
on Wednesday Turkish intentions to apply 
for EEC membership could be read “bet- 
ween the lineif' of ^at told his EEC col- 
leagues. 

First reaction among EEC d^lomats on 
the prospect of Turkey applying to join was 
one of surprise. One senior diplomat com- 
mented earlier this week that Turki^ mem- 


bership was “not in the realm of practical 
econonucs." 

Common Market foreign uunisters Tues- 
day reassured T^irkey that its relations widi 
the EEC will not be affected when Greece 
joins the community next year. 

At a meeting here with Erkmen, the nine 
agreed in a roimdabout way to aa for even- 
tual Turkish membership of the EEC, but 
dq^lomatic sources said they resisted any 
commitment to actualy admitting it 

A joint statement issued after the meeting 
said they would seek ways to ensure that the 
16-year Turkey- EEC assodatioivdevelops $o 
as to fodlicate the country’s adntissioa at a 
later date. 

But it .said this should be in accordance 
'•vitii the 1968 Ankara agreement, which says 
a Turkish membership bid could only be' 
examined when the country is in a position to 
comply with the free-tradi^ rules laid down 
in the EECs founding Treaty of Rome.

IMF reports 

‘Underground economy’ grows 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 6 (AP) — Gov- 
emtnenis all over the world are worried by a 
growing‘*undergroundeconomy'' thatiscon- 
fusing their statistics and possibly moving 
them to make wrong dedsions, according to 
an offidal of the Intemational Mtmetary 
Fund. 

Vito Tanri, astistant director of tax policy 
for the IMF, described the worries ^ the 
governments in a article for the Feb. 4 issue of 
Ae periodical IMF Surety. 

The undeiground economy indudes crime 
— illegal drugs, gambling, prostitution — but 
also perfectly honest adivity — baby-sitting, 
for example — which never gets on any offi- 
dal recra'd. According to estimates by the 
U.S. Internal Revenue Service, more of the 
earnings come from legal than from illegal 
sources, although some ot the leg^y 
acquired money may be illegally hidden to 
evade taxes. 


One economist, Edgar L. Feige — a pro- 
fessor at tile University of Wiscoosm — esti-, 
mated that in 1978 the “irregular economy’’ 
amounted to between $ 541.7 andS 704.4 
billion in the United States alone. 

Tanzi says Feige's method has been 
severely critidzed. His own estimate for the 
year 1 976 is between! 7S and$78 biilion, but 
it covers only the Ule^ activity” brought into 
existence by taxes." 

For other countries, he dtes: 

— Sir William Pile, head of Britain's Inland 
Revenue, vriio says “unrecorded tncome'' 
may be as high 7.S per cent of all the goods 
and services Britain produces. 

— ^Ihe 1977 report rtf the Deutsche Bun- 
desbank (West German Federal Bank) wliidi 
said “cash paymems is unquestionably gain- 
ing ground again in some fields, notably in the 
'grey areas' rtf business activity where ser- 
vices are rendered witiiout taxes."

The Common Market nine called on tbeii 
officials to examine TUrkeYs requests for 
more financial aid and easier access to EEC 
markets for its exports and freer movement 
of its woikers, and ip i^ort bade to them in 
April. 

But in tile present economic dimate these 
requMts are hard to meet. T\irkish farm pro- 
ducts compete with EEC Mediterranean 
and freer moveamnt of labor could 
ag^vate West Germany's growing unemp* 
Ipyment. 

Turkey, suffering-from its worst economic 
crias in modem history, Tuesday released 
figures showing that its foreign trade defidt 
year readied $ 2A\ billlra. 

It imported! 5.071»llion worth of goods ia • 
1979 and its exports were ! 2J26 bSlion, 
according to preliznioaiy trade ministry 
statistics. 

In 1 978 Turkey bad a forel^ trade defkat 
of $ 2J billion. 

It is partly to cure deffdts of titis load that 
the tiiree-mootb-old goveramentof Suieyma 
Oemirel recentiy mcroduced a sweeping' 
austerity program which includes consumer 
price rises and a 33 per cent currency devalu- 
ation. 

Tiirkey is sctug^ing to pay teckS 15 biilion 
in external debts and to curb an inflation rate 
estimated at 100 per cent. 

More than half of last year's trade deSdt 
was offset by remittances from Turkish 
workers in Western Europe. They sent borne 
! 1 .69 billion last year, more tiaan 70 per cent 
up on the 1978 ^ure. 

About half last year’s import went 
for purchases. Turkey smpped io^iorting 
many products eariy last year induding its 
beloved coffee, because ctf ibe duDoic bor- 
age of fordgD currency.

Japan envoy visits 


TOKYO, Feb. 6 (R) — Former Japanese 
Foreign Minister Sunao Sonoda a expected . 
to leave here on Feb. 17 for tiie*Middie East 
to help ensure stable oil supplms for Japan, 
chief cabinet Secretary Masayodii Ito said 
Wednesday. 

Sonoda, a special government envoy, wiU 
also visit India and Pakistan during a two-= 
weektrip to dtsoms the Soviet military inter- 
vention in Afghoaistan. 

A final schedule has not been worked out, 
but Sonoda is expected to virit Saudi Arabia, 
the United Arab Emirates and Kuwait and 
poshly Iran, vihidi su(^lymost of Japan's 
oil.

U.S, tightens 
trade screws 
on Soviets 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 6 (AP) — The 
U.S. Commerce Oqianment has blocked 
further sbipments ttf pho^lmtes to the 
Sofviet Uoioa, at l<»st teo34)oraxily, in a* 
frinher tightening of the trade screws 
again^ tim Russians for dieir militaiy 
i^e into Afghanistan. 

Phosphates are used for makiog fertilizp 
ers tiiat the Russians need for food pro- 
duction. About $79 million in phoqihates 


and phosphate derivatives were crooned 
to the Soriet Umon from the united 


Srat» during tile first 1 0 montiis of 1979. 

Commerce Secretary Philip M. KluB- 
oick said the new export controls -were 
agreed upon by an inter-aged^ commit- 
tee tiiat is leviewing licensing of exports to 
the Soviet Union because d the Afghro 
situation. He said the action is being taku 
in the interests of U.S. foreign policy. 

The export ban, effective Tue^y, 
appliK to aU shipments of marketable 
phosphate rock, phosphoric add and 
phosphadc fertilizers. 

“It ties in with the restriction of exports 
of grain to the Soviet Union," said one 
analyst.“lt presumably cuts the availabil- 
ity of the kind of fertilizer that is better 
suited for Russian crops." 

But a ‘major exporter of phosphates, 
Ocddental Petroleum Corp., said the ban 
would not hurt tbe Soviet Union. The firm 
said it is hopefril the embargo win be over- 
turned. 

Technically, the order requires that 
exporters obtain validated licenses from 
the Commerce Department for future 
such shipments to tbe Soviet Union. 

The export of phosphates to the Soviet 
Union rented from a deal that Oeddeo- 
tal Petroleum chairman Annaod Hammer 
made with the Soviet Union several years 
ago under which his firm exports phos- 
phates in return for ammonia, which is 
used in fertilizer productiou in this coun- 
tiy. 

An analyst declined to speculate on 
what would happen to tbe Soviets exports 
of anunonia to this country. 

However. President Jimmy Carter last 
month imposed a l-milUon-ton quota on 
imports of anhydrous ammonia ttom the 
Soviet Union in 1980, reversing a dedsion 
made only two months earlier against 
i'mposing a quota. 

Ocddental Petroleum has said it 
exported 538,000 tons of pbosph'oric add 
to die Soviet Union last year and expected 
to export 1.1 million tons this year, wlule 
purchasing ammonia for the U.S. market 
and 2.2 mUlion metric tons of other 
Soviet-produced diemical for world mar- 
keis. 

Ocddental Petroleum said in a state- 
ment that it is confident that the review of 
U.S. export policy will condude that “our 
fertilizer agreement with tbe Soviet Union 
is u!( the national interest"

LONDON, Feb. 6 (AP) ~ In a maj<w 
breakthrougbi British Steel Oorp. said Tues- 
day night it will make a fre^ pay offer to 
striking steelmen aimed at breaking tbe six- 
week-old national walkout. 

Robert Seboley, chief executive of tbe 
state-o4ued indtisoy, met secretly with the 
leaders of the two largest steel unioos at the 
European steel community’s Luxembourg 
headquarters Monday. 

Full negotiations between the two sides 
could start up soon, Sdioley said, for the first 
time since tbe strike began Jan. 2. 

Details on British SteeTs new offer were 
being secret, but it appeared to be an 
improvement on its last proposal of an S per 
cent wage inerease nationally and 4 per cent 
more in local productivity deals. The debt- 
plagued company says it can't afford to meet 
the strikenf dem ands for a 20 per cent pay 
■hike,

Vance asks $10 billion 
for foreign assistance 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 6 (R) — Secretaty 
of State Cyrus Vance has asked Congress for 
$ 10.4 billion in foreign aid. saying the United 
States has to compete with the Soviet Union 
in die developing world and help nations 
defend themselves. 

Events in Iran and Afghanistan , he said 
Tuesday, have underscored the absolute 
necessi^ of a sustained American comnoit- 
mentjQ the developing world. 

Vance's formal statement to the House of 
Representatives Foreign Affairs Committee 
referred reputedly to Ae U.S. confrontation 
with the Soviet Union. 

Several committee members expressed 
strong sympathy with the adrainistratioa's 
assistance goals, signaling that the recent 
crises might lead Congress to be more recep- 
tive to foreign aid than in past years. 

Vance said the Soviet Union would con- 
tinue to take advantage of conflict in the 
developing world and said the United States 
bad to address the problems of poverty and 
tension that would produce new crises if left 
unattended. 

He ssad a policy diat dealt with developing 
nations' ne^ helped the 'United States to 
compete effectively with the Soviet Union in 
the Third World. 

He said there was a “vivid contrast' bet- 
ween the U.S. approad) of meeting human 
needs and supporting independence and that 
of the Soviet Union, demonstrated by the 
Afghanistan invasion. 

“This fact — and this contrast — has not 
been lost on the nations of the world,” be 
said. 

Vance said U.S. relations with Afirica. 
Latin America and Asia were in general bet- 
ter than they had been for some time, a fact 
that had helped the United States during 


United Nations conrideration of the Iran and 
Afghanistan crises. • 

He stressed the importance of U.S. aid 
programs in the Middle East, where most of 
the aid goes and Southwest Asia region. 

“ We must demonstrate to those who rely 
on U.S. — and to the Soviets as well — that 
our commitment to the economic progress 
and militaiy security of the states in the reg- 
ion is strong and dependable ” he said. Vance 
said it was not intended that aid to Pakistan 
should go beyond the levels discussed for the 
current year and the year starting October 1. 

Offidals have said that $ 400 million in 
economic and military aid is being prc^osed 
for Ae two-year period. Vance said the 
Paldstan aid request was being delayed pend- 
ing further talks with other governments. 

Congressman Benjamin Rosenthal 
( Democrat, New York) suggested that Pakis- 
tan might use its military aid elsen4iere pre- 
sumably against India — and that the Pakis- 
tani government was not stable. 

Vance said Pakistan faced a grave threat as 
the result of the Soviet intervention in 
Afghanistan and the United States had to 
face up to the need for assistance. 

But he smd the United States deplored the 
postponement of national elections in Pakis- 
tan and the fact that people were under bouse 
arrest. 

In answer to another question, Vance said 
the A dmlnis rarrion was sensitive to the need 
to mamtain the balance in aid for Israel and 
Egypt 

He defended the proposed$4S2 million in 
econonuc and oailitary aid for Turkey, saying 
it faced immense economic problems. He 
said the planned $ 1S2 raillioa in military aid 
to Greece was suffident to maintain the bal- 
ance with Turkey.

He described the Cyprus problem as 
thorny and almost intractable and said a solu- 
tion bad to be found somehow. 

Vance was asked to justify the dmaelling 
of 50 per cent of the bilateral economic aid to 
Egypt and Israel and of 75 per cent of the 
military aid to the Nfiddle E^t. 

He said the need co resolve the Arab- 
Israelj conflict was of paramount importance 
and the aid would help the peace n^tia- 
tioos. 

But he rejected a proposal to send Israel 
additional Food for Peace grain made avail- 
able by the partial cutofi of grain exports to 
the Soviet Union, saying it was needed in 
countries where people are starving. 


Aide hurt in Rhodesia violence 


Guerrilla Mugabe escapes grenade attack 


SAUBURV, Feb. 6 (R) — Rhodesian 
Patriotic Front leader Robert Mugabe Wed- 
nesday esoped a grenade attack on his Salis- 
bury home but a settior aide was injured in a 
separate rocket arcade. 

There was Ultle damage at Mugabe's eleg- 
ant bungalow in the fashionable, mainly 
white suburb of Mount Pleasant, where the 
grenade went off. 

Police chased and arrested two men after 
the attack, but dedined to identify them. 

Mugabe's aide Kymbirai Rangai; was 
reported to be in satisfactory condition after 
one of two anti-tank rockets fired at his home 
in anotiier Salisbury suburb Masted into his 
bedroom. 

The Soviet-type RPG-7 rocket blew out 
the window of his bedroom and exploded 
inside. 

Ranges bldbd was smeared on the bed- 
room walls and a trail of blood led along a 
passage to a kitchen where the Mugabe aide 
scem^ to have collapsed in a comer. 

The second rocket plowed through a ga> 
den causing no damage.PoHce iden&ed it as 
a smaller RPG-2 anti-tank missile. 

Mugabe dedined to speak to reporters 
when, surrounded by bodyguards, he came 
out of his home seve^ hours after the attack 
to inspect the damage. 

Armed bodygua^ told journalists to

leave the scene immediately. One of them 
cocked a semi-automatic maefaine pistol as he 
ordered British television crew not to film 
Mugabe's house, the film crew said. 

The attacks were the eight and aintb strikes 
against politidans’ homes since mid- 
December, when campaigning began in ear- 
nest for this month's pre-independence elec- 
tions. 

Meanwhile, British Governor Lord 
Soames threatened to crack down on politi- 
cians responsible for tiie mouating viMenoe 
in the election campaign. 


He annbufac^ that he bad taken powers to 
stop candidate from campaigning and ban 
meetings and even politick parties in any of 
the country’s 56 administrative areas. 

British sources said Rhodesian security 
forces had been sent to Mugabe strongbolds. 
His guerrillas have been blamed for much of 
the trouble. Mugabe supporters were accused 
by the Rhodesian oulita^ of laundung a roc- 
ket attack on a bus at the weekend in which 
16 people were killed. 

llie attacks followed a wave of political 
violence in advance of tius month's pxe- 
indq^endence elections. 

The grenade assault was the first known 
strike a^inst the Rhodesian guerrilla leader- 
tiiip since Mugabe's former Patriotic Front 
allv Joshua Nkomo returned from exile last 
month. 

“It is of the utmost importance that tiiis 
wave of violence and of intimidatioa should 
be turned back.'* Soames told an all-parfy 
election council. 

“ It would be intolerable for any party to be 
allov^ to derive electoral advantage from 
the use of such tactics.” 

This was Soames' first public statement 
since the rocket attack on the bus. 

Soames asked all pa^ leaders to tign a 
document affirming their commitment to the' 
London agreement diat produced the fragile 
ceaso'fire five weeks ago. 


10 held in Spanish embassy in Salvador 


SAN SALVADOR. Feb. 6 (Agencies) — 
Left-wing militants Wednesday held about 
lO hostages, including an ambassador, in the 
second seizure M a Spanish embassy in a 
week. 

The Salvadorian government, responding 
to an anxious plea from Madrid to avoid any 
repeat of the bloodshed at its mtsrion in 
neighboring Guatemala in wliich 39 people 
died, said it would strive to reach a peaceful 
settle menL 

Security forces were kept away from the 
embassy, taken over by about 50 militants. 
They were joined last night by new rein- 
forcements when two hostages, a Spaniard 
and a Salvadorian escaped by jumping from 
the roof of the cwo-stoiy building. 

The Salvadoriao government sent a mes- 
sage to Spanish Foreign Minister Marcelino 
Ore ja saying it would “see to it that the moi^ 


and physical integrity of those who are inside 
the diplomatic premises be fully respited.” 
Last week, opazn severed dij^oraatic rela- 
tions with Guatemala, blaming it for the 
deaths at the embas^ in Guatemala Ofy 
when security forces stormed the building to 
release hostages taken by peasants protesting 
against police repression.

The U.S. dollar was tnixed gainst leading 
worid currencies, with the British pound con- 
tinuiug strong.

sold for $697.50 an ounce, up &omS688 late 
Tuesday. 

The Zurich price was $695,50 up $21 from 
Tuesday's closing $674.50. 

The last time gold topped $700 an ounce 
was Jan. 22 during a month of volatile tradii^ 
in the wake of the Soviet intervention in 
Afghanistan. The metal hit an all-time 
hi^ of S875 in New York Jan. 2 1 . then sank 


as low as $585 two days later in paniclfy trad- 
ing.
